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Antioch will ask the Illinois 
Highway Department for on 
agreement to maintain Lake St. 
(Rte. 59) to Rte. 173, and to 
widen the street, 

"We're not getting anything 
from the state in clearing the 
street of snow during the winter 
time . or patching it during the 
summer months," said Village 
Mayor Raymond Toft, "Wo might , 
as well get some financial con- 
sideration for this." 

The mayor Monday night said 
the village's benefit would not be 
too great in taking over the street 
from Rte. 173 to Rte. 83 (Main 
Street). ^

mayor after he- and the street 
committee had met Monday with 
a representative of the highway 
department. ■„ "It would not he 
much of an advantage to the , vil- 
lage to take.it. oyejr." .

A woman was elected for the 
first time < to the Antioch Village 
Board in an impressive victory in 
Tuesday's election in which two 
incumbents were casualties. - 

Mrs.. Margaret Nelson, a. beau- 
tician, led the41eld in vote get- 
ting, tallying 358 or 59 more than 
J. IrVing Walsh, incumbent, who 
ran second in the 12-man field. 

Arnold W. Weber, a sheet metal 
worker, unsuccessful two years 
ago for a trustee seat, won' elec- 
tion by five votes over his near- 
est rival, Richard H. Radke, a 
barber. 

Weber garnered 298 .' marks 
while Radke had 203. 

In the race for the two year 
term, incumbent George W. Bart- 
lelt, an employe of Northern 
Illinois Gas, easily defeated Ron- 
ald Vos, a former candidate for 
village clerk. 

The winners of the two trustee 
seats were not decided until the 
last ballot was counted so close 
was the tabulation. Weber emerg- 
ed victorious in the 55 ballots 
that were accorded the four in- 
dependent candidates. It was 
11 p.m. Tuesday when the win- 
ners were known 

What caused the apparent de- 
feat of the People's Party, which 
was the ticket of the incumbents 
was its failure to get more

On Ballot 

Antioch taxpayers will be asked 
to approve a 40-Ccnt increase in 
the educational tax levy in a 
referendum Saturday. Polls will 
be open from noon until 7 p.m. 

The board and administration 
appreciates the generally favor- 
able response in support of its 
request for an education fund tax 
increase. 

A "yes" vote for the tax ref- 
erendum on Saturday. April 24, 
will certainly insure continuance 
of the quality education for the 
students in the district, board 
members said. - * vr 

The board is hopeful that the 
community realizes the small 
amount of contribution each tax 
payer will be required to make 
in order to support the forty 
cent anticipated increase. For 
instance, if a home was valued at 
about $21,000.00, the assessed 
valuation would be approximate- 
ly $11,000.00. 

If- the 40 cent increase is ap- 
proved, it would cost that tax- 
payer . $44 more annually. 

This means the taxpayer in this 
case would be paying approxi- 
mately 12 cents" more per. day 
due to the tax increase. . 

The school district is growing 
in number of students, as arc 
the demands for varied and mod- 
ern comprehensive educational 
programs to meet current needs. 
All forecasts which the board 
has available indicate that the 
next few years will sec even 
greater growth than that pre-, 
viously anticipated. 

The board, as in the past, is 
seriously attempting to keep the 
community- informed and up-to- 
date on the general develop- 
ments with our educational pro 
grams. More specifically., the 
board wants an . informed and 
knowledgeable commuunily. in 
regards to thtir fiscal situation.

Six departments of government in Ohio were 
surveyed and it was found that they, spent $2.6 
million a year to fill out 98,077 forms for the 
Federal Government..

From 
the crewcut, almost bald fashion of a decade or 
two ago, the tide "has turned full circle - long hair, 
mustaches and beards are the fashion these days, 
especially for the young men. .... 

Even the Army, on the theory perhaps if you 
can't beat 'em, join '.em, has abolished the regu- 
lations that require recruits to be sharply sheared, 
and older soldiers to have only short hair and no 
facial adornment. Longer hair will now be per- 
mitted, modest sideburns may be grown, and 
mustaches, provided they are trimmed, and not

Married CI. Bill 
Students Entitled 
To More Cash 

Veterans in training under the 
G. I. Bill were reminded today 
by John B. Noser," director of. 
the Chicago Veterans Administra- 
tion office that they are entitled 
to more "money when they get 
married or hove children. 

For example, Noser said, a 
full-time student in school will 
have his $175 a month increased 
to 1 $205 when he gets married 
and to $230 if he becomes a 
father. 

Veterans taking cooperative, 
apprenticeship; on-the-job or farm 
cooperative * training also have 
their VA payments increased 
when they get married and have 
children. Apprenticeship and on- 
the-job trainees get additional 
payments for only two depend- 
ents, while the other gets them 
for all dependents. 

Previously, Naser said, veter- 
ans could be paid the additional 
amounts only from the date they 
notified the VA of. their new de- 
pendent. Under legislation effec- 
tive Dec. 24, 1970, however, stu- 
dents have one year from the 
event to present .the. marriage 
license or birth certificate to the 
VA. 

Since the new law is, not retro- 
active, veteran students who 
were married or had a child be- 
fore Dec. 24, .1970, and failed to 
notify the VA, can be paid only 
from that date, Naser said.

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Bar Group Explains 
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Checks ore a common way of 
transacting financial matters and 
keeping records, but many peo- 
ple don't understand . the laws 
that apply to their use. 

The III. State Bar Association 
defines a check as a legal written 
order to your bunk to pay the. 
stated sum to the person you 
name. In legal terms you are 
the "drawer," the person you 
name is the. "payee," and .your 
bank is' the "drawee.?'' All three 
have responsibilities and may 
have liabilities under the law. 

It is not wise to make out a 
check to '.'cash." If lost or stolen, 
it is very easy for anyone to cash. 
For this reason ISBA suggests 
you make a check payable to cash 
only when you are immediately 
ready to use it. . 

When the payee receives your 
check, he must endorse it in one 
of three ways before receiving 
money: (1) an "endorsement in 
blank" means your check is pay- 
able to the bearer' and may con- 
sist of a mere signature: (2) - a 
'.'special endorsement" means he 
writes the words "pay to the or- 
der of (Mary Jones)" above his 
signature. The check can't be 
validly transferred until Mary en- 
dorses it, and (3) a "restrictive 
endorsement" means the payee 
designates it for a specific pur- 
pose, such as a deposit to a 
checking or savings account. 

When a number of persons en- 
dorse a check, unless, they other- 
wise agree, they, are liable to one 
another In the order in' which 
they endorse it. It is presumed 
this is the order in which their 
signatures appear on the check. 

If you spell out the amount' one 
way and write it numerically an- 
other, the bank will use the word 
figure, unless the words are am- 
biguous. Then the numerical fig- 
ure will be used. Handwritten 
terms take precedence' over print- 
ed or typewritten terms. 

The law also states that the 
negotiability of a check "Is 'not 
affected by the fact that It is' un- 
dated, antedated or .postdated." 
The bank presumes the date on 
the check is the' correct date 
when the funds arc available; 

If someone altered the amount 
on your check (changing $8 to 
$80) your bank probably would 
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be the loser. :it could deduct only 
$8 from your account. But if the 
bank canvshow your negligence 
led to the alteration, your bank 
maV 1 properly charge your "ac- 
count for the amount oPthe check, 
as altered. 

Banks must know.the signatures 
of their own! depositors, even. if 
they might be clever forgeries.. 
However, you are expected to ex- 
amine your statements and can- 
celled checks within a "reason- 
able, amount of time" after re- 
ceiving them. If you find a check 
riot written or signed by you, in- 
form the bonk. If you don't and 
the bank can prove it- suffered a 
loss because of your' 1 failure .to 
notify it, you might have to take 
the loss.- 

There may be limes, when. you 
write and issue a check for more 
than the intended amount or you 
lose a check or it is stolen. Ac- 
cording to ISBA, the law provides 
a solution for these problems. ' 

You should immediately call 
the bank and place a "stop or- 
der," giving the check number, 
the date written, the amount, the 
name of the payee and any other 
helpful particulars, Your oral 
stop order is effective for 14 days, 
but during this time you must 
send a written notice listing the 
same information. The written 
stop order is effective for six 
months and may be subject to an 
extension. The bank should re- 
ceive notice in sufficient time to 
carry' out your instructions. If

1,424 Firms 
Issued Ndw 
Charters 

Secretary of State John W. 
Lewis announced today that 1,424 
Certificates of Incorporation and 
Authority were issued to Illinois 
and out-of-State corporations in 
March, an all time record for 
any one month in the history 
of the Corporation Division. 

The record figure is an increase 
of 254 over the 1,179 new, corpor- 
ations licensed in March -of .last 
year. 

In the first three months of 
this year, 3,603 new. corporations 
were chartered or licensed in Illi- 
nois, for an increase of 313 over 
the 3,290 new corporations in the 
first three months of 1970. 

The Corporation Division col- 
lected $1,070,9-37.22 in fees and 
taxes during March, or a de- 
crease of $131,431.25 from, the 
$1,202,388.47 collected In March 
of 1970. 

In the first .three months of 
1971, the Division has collected 
$2,356,134,22, representing a de- 
crease of $321,882.07 from 'the 
$2,678,016.89 .collected in the same 
period of" last year. 
: Secretary Lewis explained that 
the. decrease in fees. is. still a. re- 
flection of the lowering of the 
minimum, franchise tax from 
$100 to $25, which was effective 
July 1, 1970.
